land. Time and Place (leave from our Superiours firſt 

obtained) were at length fixed, «and our Charge accor- : 
ding to their deſire ſent to them, as 'appears by our. firſt Let- 
ter; and on the. Day appointed, 'viz. Dec. 8th 1698, "the 
Ruakers and We met in Weſt Dereham Church, in the\Coun- 
ty. aforeſaid, -and took our Places before prepar'd. We firſt 
read the Service of the Day, near the beginning -of which 
they coming in ſtaid it out, not to Joyn in the Duty, but ra- 
ther to aftront-it, carrying themſelves Irreverently. all 'the 
Time. As ſoon as our Service was Ended, one of their Speak- 
ers began to Pray ; whereupon all of them immediately 
palled off their Hats,” and carried themſelves as at a Religious 
Worthip : The firſt thing we did, we read the Letter contain- 
inp their Challenge ; preſently they ſtarted up and deniediit 
tobe a Challenge, and Avowed they would not go one ſtep 
further, unleſs we would own our ſelves to be rhe Agreſſors, 
and acquit them of that Charge ; we Infiſted that they were 
our Challengers, and Repeated'to them their own Letter of 
F Challenge:; They rold us they were provoked by certaih -

thenalledged they were not bound, neither would they ſtand 
to Edw. Burroughs's Terms (for ſuch Meetings as theſe.) And 
then We Infiſted/upan Equity, and told them there was no 
reaſon | (as:in:one; of our Letters) that We thould be ſo genes 


roaſly kind to Them, as to tell *em the very Place where We 


would Aſſault *em; for the nature of the Blaſphemy We charge 
em with ſhould be ſo Plain and Obvious, that every. Chriſtt- 


an-ſhall be able to underſtand it to be fo upon the reading it: 
to them. But ſhould we tell them the Names of our Books, . 
Page, and Line beforehand, we had deſerv'd rather: to be: 
laughed at as Fools, than looked on as Diſputants ;. for- this-

"The fame liberty we allowed to them; after they had An- 
ſwered our Charge, to Charge any of our Church of England 
Writers' with Blaſphemy, and without giving us Book, Line, 
or Page beforehand, we will either Diſown or Juſtify -it ; be 
ſides, when a Time of Diſputation with :an Adverſary is Set, 
and' 1 have ſent himthe Queſtions to be diſputed on ;: was.it 
ever Expected before, that I ſhould before the Time ſend him 
all my Proofs : The Queſtion you know betwixt us, 1s, whe- 
ther .they be Blaſphemers or no? we hold the” Affirmative, 
and” offer to prove it ; but they” will make no'detence for 
themſelves, unleſs we ſend them all our Proofs beforehand. 
Preſently they Cried out, we Reproach the Parliament, who 
have owned them to be Diſlenting Proteſtants , whilſt we 
wou!d prove them to be Blaſphemers ; and indeed they did 
Strut Exceedingly for the Honour the Parliament hath done 
them, to Recognize them as Proteſtants,” as if under-the Pro- 
rectionof the Act of Parliament they might Blaſpheme (Cum 
Privitegio) and no body muſt be ſo bold as to Ask them, why 
do you ſo? They told us we are going about moſt -unchart 
tably to Damn them all. We told them, they may. Repentol 


their Blaſphemies and be ſaved : For Fanl was once: one of 


their Companions in Blaſpheming the Name of . Feſus Chrif, 
and-if they will Accompany him in his Change. too, they 
m1y obtain Mercy as well as i. They 
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"They told us 'Blaſphety againſt God,” was the Sin againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt, becauſe rhe: Holy Ghoſt was God: We told 
them we were forry it was fo for their fakes ; but for their 
Comfort we hope for to- make it. appear it was not-that wuz 
pardonable- Sin z: ſo ' fromthe 'x2th of St. Harb. we Explzin'd 
to them the nature of that -Sin, and Ropt their Mouths, and 
now we began to Charge then with Blaſphemy againſt God: 
they Intreated us to ſuſpend 'awhite; and they would deſire 
to ſpeak! bat one quarter of an' Hoar, 28d then they would 
be ſent; ' we yielded it, then they rafked/ againſt-the Chal- 
lenger, ard the Unieaſonablenefs of the Preliminaries whit 
they pleafed, and when they had Harangued thus a quarter 
df 2n Hour: Now Gentlemen, 'fvid we wehope you will 
give us Teave to ralk output! quarter £60] No traly, Fair offs 
of them, tHar is-2 riew-Batpain; Wheterport' the People Shoit: 
ted arid Hiſſed them , and as footi'as' we! begart t6*pro- 
ſecure our Charge; one/pet$uponia' Form and 'bawls aloud to 
the People, 'to io their Ears; ot Deafeil then, that t hey 
might not hear us': Thus they contirned; (for-as foon as 
one was wearied another ſtepped up im his Phce? till the End 
of the Day : Tho there' were two Magiſtrates preſent, and 
many Perfons of p5ee Quality, with a bart ie 11 fla 
aff forts of People befides-, fome'of 'witom offered,” it we 
would permit 'it, to have-pull'dthem down and tura'd them 
out : This Diſorder hindred us tronr proſecutin'g'our defign 
to any purpoſe, tho: we Perrmitted every one of them from 
London, or- from Rome; if —_— to have free liberty 
fo Diſpute, if they will do it fairly without Notle or .Ch- 
motir : No, they declar'd they did not come thither 'ro'Dif- 
pure, for they were not prepared : And. whereas we had 
brought a great mamber of the Quakers Books both Old 'and 
New, and all of them of their moſt Celebrated Authors, 
they Cryed; no Books, no Arguiments 3 which occaſion'd 
great Laughter and Shouting among the People ;' but they 
Rill continued their fong MR againſt our In

and about the great ſuflerings they. had Endured, deſignedly, 


would have been Charging us ;.Infolently urging us to prove 
our ſelves Chriſtians,, and by, and by. we muſt prove our ſelves 
Miniſters of, Chriſt; which/was Anſwered,, tho we told them 
that was.not the buſineſs of. the Day.. ' And *twas a Cunning 
deſign of theirs to divert us from our Charge ſo much dreaded 
by them. When we, were ,in the purſuit of their Blaſphes- 
mies, to. ſtart anqther.game; m our way ; we bid them Anſwer 
our Charge firſt, and then we-thould be at leaſure., to Anſwer 
any of theirs, provided they be not Charges of ſome little.and 
{mall Errours and Miſtakes, but down-right Blaſphemy. 

/, One of us got to.,a, Corner,.of the Seat from-whence he 
might be heard by ſome of the, People,. and laid open ſome 
of, the Blaſphemies we had to.Charge:them:with, out of.cheis 
Books, tothe; great fatisfaftion of the Auditors, who Cricd 
out, Blaſphemy,.Blaſphemy :, but he could nor proceed far 
without;Diſtugbange ;.,Qne of them-yery Pertly asked us;that 
if we looked upon them.co be ſuch Blaſphemers , -what is the 
reaſon that we haye let, them alone ſo long, that they . never 
heard. of ſuch a Charge from.us before {even thro the ſpace of 
Forty years 2). and how.comes.it topaſs that we have been fo 
Careleſs of our Flocks : We Ingenuouſly told them, that we 
never ;had ſo right an underſtanding. of their Principles as. of 
late; but for the future we aſſur'd. them that we ſhall (and 
we hope all the reſt,of our Brethren throughout all Exg/azd 
will.) take notice of this their. Admonition, and double their 
Diligence and;Viguancy in. their ReſpeCive places: A little 
after, we. took. liberty each of us. to propound an Argument, 
but could, hardly go through with one of them; and upon 
Reading their Books.to prove our Arguments,the People again 
Cried out Blaſphemy, ;Blaſphemy ; It being near. the Even- 
1ng,:one of their Speakers made mention of our Lord Biſhops 
Name, and that he had waited on him at Norwich, and Diſ- 
courſed with him About this Matter in the preſence of 74

Mouth of the Lord,-: and Sealed, with the Eternal Spirit, as 
thoſe are, and without any. of their Names: or. name affixed 
to-it,. ſo that any of them, if Charg'd with. it, may. at their 
own pleaſure.deny. it, as-nat.agreeing withitheir former Tefti> 
monies, but plainly deſign'd to ſerve a preſent turn : This 
Charge. 'of. Blatphemy-nertled them Exeeedingly, and they 
ſometimes Expoſtulared with us, ſaying, the \Charge was 
very High ;.,wegranted it to be ſo, but the warſt of it was, 
we ſhould Certainly prove it, if they would let us go on ; but 
when we urg'd theny with a: paſlage..out of Chriſtopher At- 
tinſon's Book \call'd The Sword of, the Lord drawn)-as Guilty 
of Blaſphemy, they utterly diſowned both him and his Books, 
hying, the; Quakers had-renounc'd him above Fhirty years 
ago, tho he, was Moy'd { as he there Witneſles in the- Title 
page) by the Lord God of Life, and the Spirit of Truth, as. 
it was made manifeſt in him from the Lord. The Night ap. 
proaching, and many of the People there being at" great di- 
ſtance from their Homes; the Magiſtrates then Preſent ſee. 
Ing nothing more (which might cend to Edification) was 
like to be done, were pleaſed to put and End to the Conteſt, 
and. Diſſolve the Aſſembly : After we had declared, that ſee- 
ing they had Challenged us, we would not leave the matter 
thus ; but ſeek-for fome more favourable opportunity to:make 
good our Charge againſt them ; and ſo we Intend (by Gods 
help) when the Days are long, and the Weather good, and if 
the Quakers will Anſwer M7 we will permit any of them

And when you have read 
over thoſe Anſwers, if you will give it under your Hands, 
that thoſe Anſwers are Defective; Or if you think you have 
Matter to Charge us withal, let us have your Charge under 
your own Hands, and appoint Time and Place convenient, 
.and we or ſome others of «s (God willing) will meet 7ou as 
Publickly as you Pleaſe. But we reject Fraxcis Buggs Charge, 
8s being already ſufficiently Anſwered feveral times over, 
as alſo him to be one of the Perſons concerned againſt us in 
Diſputatiay, becauſe of his unreaſonableneſs. 
We cannot ſuppoſe you fo void of Common Sence, as to 
look upon it ſuitable toa right Management of Controver-
